And St farther appears that this de- 
plorable result was caused by an order given 
by come military ofleer to bls subordinates, 
the eald offlcer being too Intoxicated to know 
What he was about. We do not learn that 
Wasso,tho murdered man, was hailed to stop, 
Dut even If ho bad beea hailed, tho foot tkat his 

horses wero in tho act of ranring sway 
through n fright caused by the attempt of the 
militsry to seize them, would hay rendered 
an immediate respons impossible, 

The men Who fired the fatal shots wero, 
as now appears, tho Icast guilty parties. 
They bad fast como ont, of their quor- 
ters at tho order of an officcr, ond know 
nothing of the antecedest circumstances, 
When ordered to fire, It was tho soldlors’ du- 
ty to obos, and they eid not know but tho 
Taost imperative reasons existed for tho sum- 
mary arrest of the person designated. But 
what shall wo eay of the man who gave 
tho order to fro? Ho koew when ho ordered 
heavily loaded weapons discharged at tho 
hacktnan, that bis only offense, cron euppos- 
Ing there bad been no mistake in the man, 
Was on {nsicniftcant dlaputo originating in a 
drinking saloon, and about a mere matter of 
carriage hire. | What must o man be 
tuioking of who could deliberately or- 
der a buman belng shot dead with- 
out warming for such a cause? The 
atrocious recklessness of the ordor Is shown 
In tho fact that it was directed against the 
wrong man. Who ordered the soldlors to 
fire? That isa question our autborities should 
endeavor to finda precise answer to at tho 
earliest moment. 

This tragic cireametance will naturally pro- 
Yoko ac inguiry into tho charycter and duties 
of the mullitary patrol guard of this city. From 
whom doce it receive its orders, and what arc 
they? Is thero any necessity for thcee men 
cartyiug loaded arma in our strecte? Havo 
they orders to arrest civilians without pro- 
cess, and to ehoot them down on sight 
M contumacions? Isany diecretion that may 
be deemed neceseary to lodge with ofllcera, 
repozed ii hands of young Montenant: 
Who spend the midnight hour in debsuch, and 
only direct the action of their squad sgainst 
men Who may have quarrelied with them over 
their cups? Whoover possesses definite in- 
formation on theso po'ats will confer n favor 
upon tho peoplo by making it public, 

Thero is another matter wo will speak of 
in tlus connection! Thero wasa time when 
tho saloon-keepers in this elty kept decent 
hours, aud i{ we mistake not there Ja an ord 
nance now in force requiring them to clos:

hour of the night, when continucd potations 
have almost bereft men of reason, and when 
the hour holds out special inducements for 
crcape,

Validity, and our conversation with him eatls- 
fies us that his reasoning is correct.
